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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to a method of producing electromagnetic carrier- 
interference multiple-access communication signals by phase shift keying 
modulation, classified in class 375, subclass 308. 

II. Claim 17, drawn to an electromagnetic-wave system for transmitting and 
receiving carrier interference multiple access signals, classified in class 
375, subclass 285. 

III. Claim 18, drawn to a transmission system for generating and transmitting 
carrier interference multiple access signals, classified in class 375, 
subclass 296. 

IV. Claim 19, drawn to a receiver for receiving and decoding delay-encoded 
carrier interference multiple access signals, classified in class 375, 
subclass 242. 

V. Claim 20, drawn to a receiver for receiving and separating interfering 
multicarrier signals, classified in class 375, subclass 346. 

VI. Claims 21-29, drawn to an apparatus enable to transmit at least one 
carrier signal occupying at least one predetermined frequency band, 
classified in class 375, subclass 295. 
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Vll. Claims 30-33, drawn to a multicarrier-signal generator for pulse amplitute 
modulation, classified in class 375, subclass 353. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, III, IV, V and VI are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because Group I 
recites the very specific method of producing electromagnetic carrier-interference 
multiple-access communication signals in a transmitter, such as modulating the carrier 
signals by phase shift keying modulation and providing phase-locking to the carriers to 
produce orthogonal interference. Group II recites both a transmitter and a receiver 
circuits. Group III recites a specific transmitter includes a multicarrier signal generator, 
a modulator, and a transmitter. Group V recites a specific receiver includes a multi- 
sample collector and a canceller. Group VI recites a specific transmitter includes a 
multicarrier-signal generator and a carrier-frequency selector, or filter, or a combiner. 

3. Inventions IV and Vll are unrelated to each other and I, II, III, V, and VI. 
Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use 
together and they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different 
effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In Group IV. the receiver includes a delay 
decoder provides a predetermined delay to each of the received carrier signals to 
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remove the relative delays and a signal combiner combines the delay-decoded signals. 
Group VIII relates to a pulse amplitude modulation generator which is different then the 
transmitter(s) or the receiver(s). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for any of the Groups ll-VII, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
